Adult Education Program celebrates 
25 years of changing lives 


18 students obtain GED 
certifications in 2014

The Anderson County Adult 
Education Program celebrated 18 
students who recently received 
their GED certification Monday 
of last week at the high school 
auditorium. 

Another special milestone was 
marked, the adult education pro¬ 
gram’s 25th anniversary 

Jacqueline Zeller, community 
education director, chronicled the 
humble beginnings of the adult 
education program, which start¬ 
ed from the diligence of Helen 
Shryock, a retired Anderson 
County High School home eco¬ 
nomics teacher. 


Shryock had a vision to offer 
educational opportunities for 
adults and sought to create a com¬ 
munity education program. 

In 1989, she presented a propos¬ 
al to the Anderson County Board 
of Education, asking for $5,000 
to start the pro¬ 
gram. 

Shryock used 
a spare bedroom 
in her home as 
the initial office 
for the program 
and hired Donna 
Whiteneck as a 
part-time secretary to schedule 
classes for students. 

At the time, Bluegrass Com¬ 
munity Action took charge of the 
GED program. Literacy classes 
were conducted at the library and 
Shryock tutored students pursu¬ 
ing their GED certification. 


With the help of La Verne 
Brumley, a lifelong educator, 
Shryock applied for a Kentucky 
Adult Education grant. Blue- 
grass Community Action agreed 
to transfer the program to the 
adult education program and 
they opened their first facility at 
124 South Main

Anderson County 
recycling gets a cut 
of $3 million grant 


State division funds 
recycling, hazardous 
waste programs

Not everybody 
agrees that Anderson 
County’s recycling pro¬ 
gram makes sense but 
few would argue that 
improvements paid from 
grants do. 

Anderson County 
Fiscal Court recently 
secured nearly $40,000 
from the Kentucky 
Energy and Environ¬ 
ment Cabinet’s Division 
of Waste Management. 
It will be used for a 42 
cubic yard compaction 
container, three 22 cubic 
yard recycling trail¬ 
ers and advertising and 
education, according to 
Anderson County Solid 
Waste Committee Chair 
David Ruggles. 

The new equipment 
will be part of the “baby 
steps” to increase the 
recycling program’s effi¬ 
ciencies and reduce costs 
of the program, Ruggles 
said. 

“Many people said our 
volume would decrease 
when we stopped curb- 
side pick-up,” Ruggles 
said. “I knew it wouldn’t. 
I’d done the research. 
And our volume has 
increased considerably 
at the drop-off sites.” 

The compaction con¬ 
tainer is significantly 
larger than the existing 


container, which will 
save on the number of 
trips need to Fayette 
County, where the recy- 
clables are sold. 

The new trailers are 
also notably larger than 
existing trailers used at 
drop-off points, which 
will reduce the number 
of times they will need 
to be emptied. 

The new trailers will 
be used at Walmart and 
Kroger. 

“We’re always moni¬ 
toring the volume so we 
can move our collection 
bins if needed,” said Rug¬ 
gles. “But our volume 
has been extraordinary 
these days.” 

Since the recycling 
program was started, it’s 
received mixed reviews. 
Some argued that the 
start-up cost was too 
high and that, when 
the County discontin¬ 
ued curbside pick-up in 
August, the expense of 
running the program 
would get worse and col¬ 
lections would decline. 

Anderson County 
Judge-Executive John 
Wayne Conway said the 
program is never intend¬ 
ed to be a moneymaker 
but, rather, a service. 
And it’s one that’s get¬ 
ting better. 

“About every eight 
days, we take 12,000 to 
13,000 recyclable mate¬ 
rials,” said Conway. “We 
used to get about 10,000 
pounds. It’s unreal, what 
we’re getting at our drop-

“It’s a great feeling. It’s very 
rewarding,” Jennings said. 


“This county has huge com¬ 
munity involvement in Relay 
for Life.”

off locations. That’s mil¬ 
lions of pounds not going 
to the landfill.” 

In 2012, Anderson 
County received a 
$125,291 grant from the 
state division of Waste 
Management for the 
purchase of recycling 
trailers, a baler, skid- 
steer loader and scale, 
among other items to 
assist in recycling efforts. 

Conway said the pro¬ 
gram is like some other 
government expendi¬ 
tures, such as parks. It 
costs the County money 
but it is good for the 
community. 

In the case of recy¬ 
cling, from a finan¬ 
cial standpoint, it does 
reduce the amount and 
cost of taking garbage to 
the landfill. From a qual¬ 
ity of life standpoint, 
some would argue that 
it’s better for the envi¬ 
ronment and overall sus¬ 
tainability of the planet. 

“Everybody that’s 
involved in this recycling 
program has learned 
lessons,” said Conway. 
“We’ve saved $18,000 per 
year (in garbage fees) 
by taking everything 
we do with recycling 
but we’re, about this 
point and time, still run¬ 
ning around 65 percent 
cost versus 35 percent 
receipts.” 

Currently, comingled 
recyclables, such as alu¬ 
minum and plastic, are 
only about a penny a 
pound, said Conway. 

“We bail the card¬ 
board,” he said. “Right 
now, it’s bringing about 
$100 per ton. We average 
bailing about 2,400 to 
2,600 per day. We have 54 
or 55 businesses that we 
pick up cardboard from 
plus we pick up from 
the school system when 
school is in session.” 

In May, Ruggles 
reported that $6,480.95 
in cardboard had been 
sold year to date and 


$1,951.13 had been sold in 
comingled recyclables. 
Hauling fees were $1,652 
for the year. Additional 
costs include salaries and 
benefits of Solid Waste 
employees and fuel. 

The County had to 
provide a 25 percent 
match for the Ken¬ 
tucky Pride Recycling 
Grant Award it recently 
received. The match 
could be in cash or “in 
kind” personnel, educa¬ 
tional activities or adver¬ 
tising to promote the 
program from the cities 
or counties receiving the 
awards. Anderson Coun¬ 
ty’s match was its invest¬ 
ment in the recycling 
building it built, salaries 
and fuel. 

There are two grant 
categories - Recycling 
and Household Hazard¬ 
ous Waste. Awards were 
as small as $8,750 to Mad¬ 
ison County and as large 
as $118,649.52 to Metcalfe 
County. Anderson Coun¬ 
ty received $38,287.

Woodford Oil is 
approved as new 
fuel supplier

Fuel bids, a change 
in location for the day¬ 
care for high students’ 
children and several 
other regular monthly 
business items were 
approved at the Ander¬ 
son County Board of 
Education meeting Mon¬ 
day of last week. 

The two options for 
the Anderson Schools’ 
fuel were D&R Oil Com¬ 
pany, based out of Chap¬ 
lin, Ky. and Woodford Oil 
Company, based out of 
W.Va. D&R Oil was quot¬ 
ed to offer gasoline for 
$3.28 a gallon a diesel for 
$3.25 a gallon. Woodford 
Oil was quoted at offer¬ 
ing gasoline for $3.18 
a gallon and diesel for 
$3.16 a gallon. Though, in 
the past, the Anderson 
County Schools has done 
business with D&R Oil, 
They decided to go with 
Woodford Oil for the 
first time because they 
were the lowest bid. 

The school board 
approved the following 
purchases requests of 
more than $5,000: 

•One Call now renew¬ 
al in the amount of 
$5,697.47 was approved. 
This contract was rene¬ 
gotiated to an amount 
that is approximately 
500 less than last year. 
A second quote for ESC 
Connect Digital Voice 
Dialer was given in the 
amount of $5,989. The 
board approved to renew 
the contract with One 
Call now because it was 
the lowest bid. 


•Study Island for the 
elementary and middle 
schools was approved. 
Study Island is an elec¬ 
tronic program for kin¬ 
dergarten through high 
school students to mas¬ 
ter grade level academic 
standards. The contract 
was also renegotiated 
to $15,090, which about 
$5,000 less than last. The 
school board approved 
for the purchase to be 
paid from Title I federal 
funds. 

•The Regional Train¬ 
ing Center requested a 
basket purchase for pre¬ 
school classrooms for 
Region 8 in the amount 
of $8,991, which will be 
paid from grant funds. 

•The school board 
approved the payment 
of the annual Central 
Kentucky Education 
Cooperative dues for 
2014-2015 in the amount 
of $7,295, which was the 
same amount the school 
board paid last year. 

In other news, the 
school board decided 
to relocate the Ander¬ 
son County High 
School Daycare, which 
is a childcare option 
for babies and infants 
of students attending 
ACHS, to the early child¬ 
hood center/Emma B. 
Ward daycare program. 

Anderson County 
Schools Superinten¬ 
dent Sheila Mitchell 
said the decision was 
made as a cost saving 
measure since there 
are only two children 
currently enrolled in 
the Anderson County 
High School Daycare 
program. The program 
has been around since 
the’90s. The daycare was 
formerly funded by a 
state grant, but is it now 


completely funded 
the school district.

I’ve scratched my 
head so much these 
days that I’m sure my 
coworkers think I have 
dandruff. 

I don’t. 

What I have is a case 
of befuddlement. 

While looking up 
information about the 
county’s recycling pro¬ 
gram, I found negative 
references, critical let¬ 
ters and plenty of sour 
attitudes toward the 
infant program. 

Puzzling, at least to 
me. 

I thought we lived in 
a time where recycling 
was universally accepted 
as an important part of 
the sustainability of our 
natural resources and a 
pretty darn good way to 
reduce the amount of 
garbage in our landfills.

The pro- - 

cess to get it started can 
be critiqued and second- 
guessed until the cows 
come home but having 
a recycling program in 
this community is a good 
thing. Frankly, it will 
likely be mandated by 
our legislature soon any¬ 
way. 

County government 
and the local environ¬ 
mental committee have 
not turned a blind eye to 
the expense versus rev¬ 
enue generated figures 
and are taking steps to 
improve efficiency and 
reduce costs. 

In any community, 
making a recycling pro¬ 
gram a break-even ven¬ 
ture is the common goal.

Every family has been affected by cancer 


According to the Cen¬ 
ter for Disease Control 
and Prevention, about 
eight million people die 
worldwide from cancer. 

The 1,000 luminaries 
lined around the Ameri¬ 
can Legion Park Friday 
night for Relay for Life 
was a testament to fact 
that cancer touches 
every family in some 
fashion. 

My family is no excep¬ 
tion. 

My grandfather John 
Smith died 4 years ago 
of lymphatic cancer. He 
was 78 years old. 

Seeing all the lumi¬ 
naries of mostly individ¬ 
uals who lost their battle 
to cancer made me miss 
my grandfather terribly. 

There are so many 
things I remember about 
him. He laughed big 
belly laughs when some¬ 
thing was really funny. 

He constantly smelled 
like the Swisher Sweets 
cigars he smoked habit¬ 


ually. It 
was like his 
permanent 
cologne. 

Though I 
am not fond 
of the smell 
of cigarette 
smoke, I Shelley 

love that Spillman 

smell News Editor 

because it - 

reminds me of him. 

He was an incredible 
woodworker and painter. 

When I was 8 years 
old, he made me a beau¬ 
tiful grey colored play¬ 
house, complete with a 
wooden columned front 
porch, windows, carpet 
and shingles for the roof. 

It was a design that 
could have rivaled any 
department store play¬ 
house. 

He was a tough guy 
whose hands were 
always rough from 
woodworking in his 
shop near the house. My 
father told me a story of 


how grandpa fell from a 
barn when he was work¬ 
ing out in the country. 
He fell on a sharp piece 
of farm equipment that 
split his hip open. 

There were no hos¬ 
pitals around so his 
coworkers had to impro¬ 
vise. They sanitized the 
wound with whiskey 
and stitched him up 
with fishing line and a 
needle. 

There were many 
more similar stories that 
made grandpa seem like 
the strongest man in the 
world to a young girl. 

It was a direct contrast 
with the skinny, seem¬ 
ingly helpless man who 
lay in a hospital bed in 
his last days. 

I quickly learned that 
cancer doesn’t discrimi¬ 
nate. If it could take 
grandpa, it could take 
anyone. 

My father was diag¬ 
nosed with cancer about 
2 years after grandpa 


died. He was 59 years old. 

Happily, they caught 
it early and dad is cur¬ 
rently in remission. I’m 
a lucky woman to have 
had my father walk me 
down the aisle on my 
wedding day 6 months 
ago. 

For my one story, there 
are thousands more in 
households worldwide. 

Some are women 
who grew up without a 
mother because of this 
horrible disease. Some 
are sons that never got 
to hear fatherly advice 
when they needed it the 
most. 

I was reminded that 
I am not alone at Relay 
for Life. That was a pow¬ 
erful message of comfort 
and unity. 

Anderson County 
really rallied Friday 
night to show what com¬ 
munity it is all about. 
For that, I applaud each 
of you. 



Extension service offers fall prevention program to help seniors 


Falling in one’s home 
causes many life-threat¬ 
ening injuries and jeop¬ 
ardizes the indepen¬ 
dence for over one-third 
of Kentucky’s senior 
population, individuals 
65 and older, each year. 

Falls don’t have to be 
a part of growing older. 
Many fall related inju¬ 
ries are preventable. 
Health and indepen¬ 
dence can be preserved 
by lowering the risk of 
falls. 

According to the Ken¬ 
tucky Safe Aging Coali¬ 
tion, older Kentuck¬ 
ians should follow these 
guidelines to help pre¬ 


vent falls: 

•Exercise 
regularly 
to increase 
strength 
and 
improve 
balance. 

•Ask a 
physician

harmful side effects. 

•Have a vision check 
at least once a year.

•Eliminate throw rugs 

•Keep hallways and 
walkways free of clutter. 

•Use a medical alert 
system. 

Nationally, falls are 
the leading cause of inju¬ 
ry-related deaths among 
older adults. 

According to the U.S. 
Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention, one 
in three Americans age 
65 and older experiences 
a fall each year. Older 
adults who are hospital¬ 
ized due to a fall were 
six times more likely 


than younger patients to 
be discharged from the 
hospital into a nursing 
home for intermediate 
or long-term care. 

Stand Up to Falling, a 
fall prevention program, 
will be offered at the 
Anderson County Exten¬ 
sion Office Tues., June 24 
from 9-10:30 a.m. This 
is ideal for older Ameri¬ 
cans or others who have 
medical conditions that 
may lead to falls. Fam¬ 
ily members are encour¬ 
aged to attend together.

If you were a vegeta¬ 
ble, what would you be? 
There are a blue million 
of these kinds of thing 
surfing the web right 
now They supposedly 
give insight on the kind 
of human being you are. 

Would you be a car¬ 
rot because you like to 
go deep? How about a 
tomato because you’re 
always turning red? 

Oh, how about a 
melon because they are 
prone to spread?

A lot of things make 
me smile. Pets, plants, 
kids, music grow my 
grins and summer 
brings on a bumper crop 
of them all. All the more 
reason to celebrate June 
21st! The light of the sun 
rejuvenates us. Know 


why? 

The sun 
provides our 
bodies with 
vitamin D 
and vitamin 
D does a lot! 
Our nerves 
need it to 



carry mes¬ 
sages from 
our brain to 
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our body parts. 

Our bones need it so 
they won’t be soft, thin 
and brittle. 

Muscles need it to 
move. Last, but not least, 
vitamin D boosts our 
immune system to help 
us fight off bacteria and 
viruses, and it doesn’t 
cost a penny! 

The sun provides 
a similar kind of reju¬ 
venation to our plants. 
Like flipping a switch, 


the sun turns our plants 
on, starting a scientific 
process that would make 
Thomas Edison proud. 

There is a catch, 
though. It’s not selec¬ 
tive, which means both 
wanted and unwanted 
plants reap the benefits. 
I’ve got two things to fix 
that problem for you. 

Mulching the soil 
around plants provides 
numerous benefits to 
your “wanted” plants 
and to you. 

Whether you use lay¬ 
ers of newspaper covered 
in straw, or landscape 
material, you’re limiting 
the bare soil space where 
weeds can grow. 

Weeds take nutrients 
and water from the soil, 
limiting the amounts 
that should all be going 
to your plants. Weeding 


takes time and a lot of 
backbreaking energy, 
and the kicker is it’s only 
temporary. 

You can also spray to 
kill weeds, but a lot of 
those commercial chem¬ 
icals can also harm us. A 
safer and cheaper way to 
kill weeds is by using a 
homemade mix. 

It takes one gallon of 
white vinegar, two cups 
of Epsom salt and one- 
fourth cup of liquid dish 
soap. 

Spray after the dew 
has dried. 

While you’re in the 
mixing mood, remember 
this is the time to fer¬ 
tilize both flowers and 
food. 

Hanging baskets espe¬ 
cially need a regular 
boost. 

There is only so much 


soil to draw nutrients 
from so you have to 
provide a little artificial 
help every few weeks to 
keep them blooming. 

Find a bottle of liq¬ 
uid fertilizer with a 
high middle number or 
find a natural phospho¬ 
rus source, like banana 
peels, rock phosphate or 
bone meal. 

I whip banana peels 
with water in the blend¬ 
er and pour it around the 
roses. I have to cover it 
with a little more soil to 
keep the dogs from lap¬ 
ping it up. 

If you need more 
green top growth, use 
your old coffee grounds 
to provide nitrogen. 

Stinging nettle plants, 
cut and soaked in a buck¬ 
et of water, will provide 
a nice general fertilizer 


for any type of plant. 

Just strain out the 
plant parts and use the 
water after it’s spent a 
few days in the sun. 

Let me caution you 
though, too much nitro¬ 
gen will reduce your 
harvest. Sure, you’ll have 
big, bushy plants but not 
much fruit. 

Remember to get out 
there and make your 
brain and your body 
work better. 

Soak up a few rays 
and watch the smiles 
grow. For those who are 
wondering what kind of 
vegetable I would be, the 
answer is corn of course, 
because I’m grinning 
from ear to ear. 

Now for the 900th 
time, yes, this is my 
900th column, let me say, 
Happy growing! 


Livestock face flies are persistent pests and should be kept down 


Face flies are one of 
the most difficult pas¬ 
ture pests to control 
because they are on ani¬ 
mals for just a short time 
and land mainly on the 
face. 

Face flies use an abra¬ 
sive sponging mouthpart 
to stimulate tear flow 
from the eyes. These 
flies lap up the protein 
rich secretions from the 
eye as well as nasal dis¬ 
charges, saliva, or blood 
oozing from wounds. 

The face fly is mostly 
off of animals, resting 
on plants, fence posts, 
or other objects. A good 
control program should 
keep face fly numbers 
below 10 per head. 

The incidence of 
pinkeye in a herd can 
vary greatly from year 
to year, and usually is 
greatest during fly sea¬ 
son. However, pinkeye 
also can occur during the 
winter or where flies are 
not particularly abun¬ 
dant. 

English breeds with 
less pigment around the 
eyes (Hereford, Holstein 
Shorthorn) are more sus¬ 
ceptible than are those 
with completely pig¬ 
mented eyes (Angus). 
Infections are much 
worse in young animals 


than in old 
animals. 

Pinkeye 
is associated 
with ship¬ 
ping stress, 
increased 
sunlight, 
eye irritants 
such as tall, 
rough pas¬ 
ture grass 
and other bacteria 
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and 

viruses. 

The eye and nose 
discharges of infected 
animals can carry the 
pathogens, so direct ani- 
mal-to-animal contact, 
contaminated equip¬ 
ment and animal han¬ 
dlers can transmit the 
disease. 

Fly control is only 
part of the comprehen¬ 
sive program needed 
to reduce pinkeye inci¬ 
dence. Your veterinarian 
can help you to plan and 
implement a total pro¬ 
gram. 

Face fly maggots 
only develop in freshly 
deposited cattle manure, 
usually laying their eggs 
within 15 minutes after 
it is deposited. 

The four stage life 
cycle takes about 15 to 25 
days. Numbers continue 
to increase throughout 
the summer. 


Management 

Devices that allow 
animals to treat them¬ 
selves frequently and 
which target the head 
and face area are most 
effective against face 
flies. 

Even if a good pas¬ 
ture fly control program 
is in place, these insects 
are strong fliers so they 
may move in from 
other herds, allowing fly 
numbers on animals to 
remain high. 

Backrubbers with 
wicks or fly flips will 
allow cattle to treat 
themselves while loaf¬ 
ing and scratching. 

The insecticide should 
be diluted with a good 
grade of mineral oil (die¬ 
sel oil evaporates more 
quickly and is harder on 
the cattle’s skin) accord¬ 
ing to label instructions. 

Dust bags are most 
effective when used 
where cattle have to 
pass under them daily to 
get to water or mineral 
feeders. Best coverage 
occurs when the animal 
must lift the bag with 
its head to pass through. 

Inspect the bag regu¬ 
larly and recharge it as 
needed. Keep it dry to 
reduce clumping of the 
insecticide and prema-

Feed additives or an 
insecticide bolus targets 
fly maggots breeding in 
fresh cow manure. Most 
are labeled for horn fly 
control only. 

All animals must 
eat a minimal dose of a 
feed additive regularly. 
Supplementary con¬ 
trol measures must be 
used to deal with flies 
moving in from nearby 
herds. 

Insecticide-impreg¬ 
nated cattle ear tags 
release small amounts 
of an insecticide, which 
are distributed over the 
animal during groom¬ 
ing or rubbing. 

Some pyrethroid tags 
can provide significant 
face fly reduction for 
several weeks. See Ent- 
fact 505, Insecticide- 
Impregnated Cattle Ear 
Tags at http://www2.

USDA announces changes to fruit, vegetable, wild rice planting rules 


Producers in certain 
Ag Act programs 
are affected 


USDA’s Farm Service 
Agency announced fruit, 
vegetable and wild rice 
provisions that affect 
producers who partici¬ 
pate in certain programs 
authorized by the Agri¬ 
cultural Act of 2014. 

“Similar to previous 
programs that we’ve 
administered, planting 
fruits, vegetables or wild 
rice on base acres on a 
farm can result in a pay¬ 
ment reduction for pro¬ 
gram participants,” said 
John W. McCauley, state 
executive director for 
the Kentucky FSA. 

Producers who intend 
to participate in the Agri¬ 
culture Risk Coverage or 
Price Loss Coverage pro¬ 
grams are subject to an 
acre-for-acre payment 
reduction when fruits 


and nuts, vegetables or 
wild rice are planted on 
the payment acres of a 
farm. 

Payment reductions 
do not apply to mung 
beans, dry peas, lentils or 
chickpeas. 

Planting fruits, veg¬ 
etables or wild rice on 
acres that are not consid¬ 
ered payment acres will 
not result in a payment 
reduction. 

Farms that are eligible 
to participate in ARC/ 
PLC but are not enrolled 
for a particular year can 
plant unlimited fruits, 
vegetables and wild rice 
for that year but will not 
receive ARC/PLC pay¬ 
ments for that year. 

Eligibility for succeed¬ 
ing years is not affected. 

Planting and harvest¬ 
ing fruits, vegetables 
and wild rice on ARC/ 
PLC acreage is subject 
to the acre-for-acre pay¬ 
ment reduction when 
those crops are planted 
on either more than 
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15 percent of the base 
acres of a farm enrolled 
in ARC, using the coun¬ 
ty coverage or PLC, or 
more than 35 percent of 
the base acres of a farm 


enrolled in ARC using 
the individual coverage. 

Fruits, vegetables and 
wild rice that are plant¬ 
ed in a double-cropping 
practice will not cause 


a payment reduction if 
the farm is in a double¬ 
cropping region as des¬ 
ignated by the USDA’s 
Commodity Credit Cor¬ 
poration.

employee, also worked as a part- 
time college teacher and GED 
instructor under Brumley. 

In 2003, Urban became the 
director of the adult learning cen¬ 
ter. She worked for the adult edu¬ 
cation program for 16 years and 
saw the evolution of the program, 
including the move to their cur¬ 
rent location at 219 East Woodford 
Street. 

Brumley, Shryock and Urban 
were all honored for contributing 
to the adult education program’s 
success and their lifelong com¬ 
mitment to education with the 
Lifetime Achievement Award. 

Three students shared their 
success stories. All agreed that 
without the support of family, 
friends and the caring teachers at 
the Anderson County Adult Edu¬ 
cation Program, achieving their 
GED certification might not have 
been possible. 

Anna Maria Wolford became 
pregnant at the age of 16. With 
little help, Wolford said she had 
few options and dropped out of 
high school to work two to three 
jobs to help support her child.

it a priority to obtain her GED 
certification 41 years after she 
dropped out of school. 

“I wanted to make my family 
proud as well as myself,” Lewis 
said. 

Timothy Dewayne Stewart, 
47, who described himself as a 
headstrong teen, dropped out of 
high school at the age of 17, and 
entered the workforce. 


He was successfully employed 
for 24 years until the recession 
hit, and he found himself with 
little education and a slim chance 
of finding another job. 

He said the same day he filed 
for unemployment, he also 
enrolled for classes at the Ander¬ 
son County Adult Education Pro¬ 
gram. 

He credited his family and the 
teachers at the adult learning 
center for believing in him and 
encouraging him to complete his 
GED certification. 

“Rarely do we get the oppor¬ 
tunity to right a wrong,” Stewart 
said. “My GED helped me right 
a wrong I made years ago to quit 
high school.” 

Stewart’s mother, Estella Stew¬ 
art, said she was very proud of 
him and couldn’t ask for a better 
son. 

“I never doubted for a minute 
that he could do it,” she said. 

Estella Stewart truly under¬ 
stands the depth of her son’s 
achievement because she, too, 
dropped out of high school and 
went back 27 years later to obtain 
her GED certification. 

Derek Shouse gave the clos¬ 
ing remarks for the ceremony. He 
acknowledged that none of the 
graduates ever anticipated not 
finishing school, but sometimes 
“life happens.” 

“It’s exciting to see students 
overcome obstacles,” Shouse said. 

The students turned their tas¬ 
sels to the right, signifying they 
were official adult learning cen¬ 
ter graduates. 

Each student is a part of the 
Anderson County Adult Educa¬ 
tion Program’s success, adding to a 
25-year legacy of helping students 
achieve their goals.

KYTC Graduated Driver License course now offered online 


Gives students option 
of taking course 
anytime, anywhere 

The Kentucky Trans¬ 
portation Cabinet recent¬ 
ly announced an online 
version of the Graduated 
Driver License course 
for teaching safe driving 
techniques to beginning 
drivers. 

The online program 
represents a fourth 
option for complet¬ 
ing the course, which 
is required before a 
learner’s permit can be 
replaced with an unre¬ 
stricted driver’s license. 

Until now, three 
options were available: 

•A four-hour Graduat¬ 
ed Driver License course 
provided by KYTC in the 
driver’s home county. 

The course is offered 
for free, and at least two 
courses are held per year 
in each of the state’s 120 
counties. 

•High school driver’s 
education course or a 
similar course offered 
by a Kentucky commu¬ 
nity college, vocational 


School or Job Corps. 

•Private driver train¬ 
ing course at a driver 
training school approved 
by the KYTC Division of 
Driver Licensing. 

The new, fourth 
option is an online 
course administered by 
I Drive Safely, a driver 
education website. 

“Our hope is to make 
options available for 
every situation,” said 
Rodney Kuhl, KYTC 
commissioner of the 
Department of Vehicle 
Regulation. “We under¬ 
stand people have busy 
schedules, and this new 
online option just adds 
another convenient way 
for those struggling to 
find time for our class¬ 
room course.” 

The online course, 
which costs $15, takes 
about four hours to com¬ 
plete. 

The course can be 
taken when convenient 
for the driver and at the 
driver’s own pace, as long 
as the course is complet¬ 
ed within 270 days of the 
initiated login. 

The money charged 
for the course is col¬ 
lected by the web-

site administering the 
course, not the state. 

Nearly 35,000 stu¬ 
dents take the Graduat¬ 
ed Driver License course 
each year. 

Students taking the 
online course may have 
to wait 24 to 48 hours 
before completion of the 
course shows up on their 
driving records. But after 
the course is complete, a 
confirmation email will 
be sent to the student. 

The course is avail¬ 
able online at http:// 
teen.idrivesafely.com/ 
Kentucky/. 

Once drivers have 
completed the course, 
along with other require¬ 
ments under Kentucky’s 
Graduated Driver 
License Law, they are eli¬ 
gible for an unrestricted 
driver’s license.

The Anderson Coun¬ 
ty Senior Center, located 
at 160 Township Square, 
Lawrenceburg KY 
40342, will be distrib¬ 
uting farmer’s market 
nutrition coupons at the 
senior center Tues., June 
10, from 9 a.m.-noon. 

Eligible seniors must 
be age 60 or older and 
have an income for one 
person of less than $1,265 
per month. 

For a two-person 
household, income can¬ 
not exceed $1,705 per 
month and for a three- 
person household, 
income cannot exceed 
$2,144 per month. 

Persons must provide 
proof of age through a 
birth certificate, driver’s 
license, military iden¬ 


tification card, school 
record, Bible record, 
baptismal record or a 
notarized affidavit of 
birth. 

Proof of income for 
everyone in the house¬ 
hold is needed as well. 
This can be verified 
by a bank statement, 
social security proof 
of income, check stub, 
proof of receiving food 
stamps or proof of Med¬ 
icaid eligibility. 

Persons will receive a 
booklet of farmer’s mar¬ 
ket coupons totaling $28. 
The checks can only be 
used at approved farm¬ 
er’s markets and can 
only be used to purchase 
fresh fruits, vegetables 
and honey. 

Look for markets that 
say “we accept FMNP 
checks.”

put together. For the Stevens family, 
working together for Relay for Life is 
family affair. Cousins, siblings, etc. all 
worked side by side to serve customers 
pulled pork and a variety of home¬ 
made desserts.

We all have 
that in common. Maybe one day in the 
near future we’ll have a cure.” 

For Stevens, he said there was no 
better way to spend his Friday night. 
He enjoyed working with his family, 
visiting with friends who stopped by 


and raising money for a good cause. 

Judy Bowers said the Stevens fam¬ 
ily is very close and isn’t surprised 
they would unite at Relay for Life. 

“We run in packs. I don’t know what 
I’d do without them,” Bowers said. 

In 2008 on a Tuesday afternoon, 
Bowers said she found out her house 
had burned down while she and her 
husband were at work. It was a stress¬ 
ful and scary time, but her family 
really came through for her. By Fri¬ 
day, she said she had everything she 
needed. 

“I grew up in a generation where 
your family are your best friends,” 
she said. 

Ronnie Stevens was one of the 
many cancer survivors at Relay for 
Life. After two surgeries for thyroid 
cancer and several rounds of radia¬ 
tion, he can proudly call himself a 
survivor. He’s been in remission for 15 
years. 

He said five people in Stevens fam¬ 
ily has been affected by cancer his 
sister, father, mother, brother and 
himself. 

“I’m one of the lucky ones,” Ron¬ 
nie Stevens said. “I just kept fighting. 
Prayers, family and friends helped me 
through it, but mostly, my faith.”

Anderson duo plays well, but Hoosiers sweep series 

Late back-door a fitting farewell for McKee, Cann

LEXINGTON, Ky. - Maken¬ 
zie Cann’s eyes lit up. So did 
Eriel McKee’s. 

And certainly every 
Anderson County girls’ bas¬ 
ketball fan watching was 
thinking, “We have seen this 
before.” 

Cann saw her Kentucky 
All-Star teammate McKee 
going back-door to the bas¬ 
ket. Cann threaded the Indi¬ 
ana defense with a bounce 
pass that McKee took in 
stride before laying laying 
the ball in during Friday’s 
Kentucky-Indiana All-Star 


Classic at Transylvania Uni¬ 
versity’s Beck Center. 

It was what high school 
hoops fans had seen the tal¬ 
ented duo do so often for 
Anderson County over the 
last five years and for three 
seasons before that at Ander¬ 
son County Middle School. 

The problem was that the 
play only drew Kentucky 
within 70-56 of the hot-shoot¬ 
ing Hoosiers during the first 
game of the annual summer 
series at Transylvania’s Beck 
Center. 

Indiana fought off a furi¬ 
ous Kentucky rally, then 
pulled back out for an 83-70 
win. Indiana came back to 


win 83-56, Saturday night in 
Indianapolis, giving the Hoo¬ 
siers their first series sweep 
since 2009. 

Indiana led for all but 85 
seconds Friday as the Hoo¬ 
siers’ Ana Owens scored 26 
points and Miss Basketball 
Whitney Jennings added 
21. Owens, from Lawrence 
North High School near 
Indianapolis, will be Cann’s 
teammate at the University 
of Cincinnati while Jennings, 
of Logansport, will be attend¬ 
ing the University of Iowa. 

Kentucky, which had con¬ 
trolled the girls’ portion of 
the old series in recent years, 
found itself in a quick hole 
when Indiana went on a 9-0 
run to go in front 18-8 with 
12:30 left in the first half. The 


Hoosiers led by as many as 14 
in the first half, then pushed 
the advantage to 22 at 67-45 
midway through the second 
half. 

Indiana blistered the nets 
from long range, hitting 
10-of-14 three-point shots. 

Kentucky got within 71-63 
when McKee, a Morehead 
State signee, hit a free throw 
at the 5:08 mark but that was 
as close as Kentucky would 
come. 

McKee scored 12 points, 
behind Ballard’s Javonna 
Layfield, who scored 18, and 
Butler’s Danielle Lawrence, 
who tallied 13. Cann scored 
seven points and dished out 
three assists. 

Early, Cann looked like she 
might have bigger numbers 


when she buried a 3-pointer, 
but Anderson County’s all- 
time 3-point leader hit just 
l-of-6 from downtown. 

“I played decent,” said 
Cann, who had indicated 
earlier in the week that she 
might not have medical 
clearance to play the game. 
Cann battled a mystery ill¬ 
ness throughout most of the 
2013-2014 season and was 
only given medical clearance 
to play earlier in the week. 
Cann’s mother, Sheri, indi¬ 
cated over the weekend that 
doctors were still not sure 
why Cann seemed tired at 
times through the year. 

“At the beginning of the 
week, I didn’t feel good but

Cann, McKee enjoyed 
series experience 


It is not easy watching 
something that was once so 
grand and lively die a very 
slow death. 

But that might be the case 
for the Kentucky-Indiana 
All-Star Classic. 

This once-grand series 
that has showcased the likes 
of Darrell Griffith and Kyle 
Macy on the boys’ side and 


Lisa Harrison 
and Skylar Dig- 
gins in the girls’ 
half has fallen 
on hard times 
in recent years, 
especially on 
the Kentucky 
side of the Ohio 
River. 

It’s not yet 
extinct, but 
there can be little doubt 
that the nation’s oldest high 
school all-star basketball 
game of its kind is endan¬ 


gered. 

That’s hard for me to 
swallow, but the numbers 
don’t lie. Friday night, only 
1,050 showed up for Ken¬ 
tucky’s turn to host the 
series, this time at the Beck 
Center at Transylvania Uni¬ 
versity. The next night, about 
6,000 turned out at Bankers 
Life Fieldhouse in India¬ 
napolis. 

In Kentucky, 6,000 would 
be a robust figure, but it is 
also a cause for concern in 
the Hoosier State. 


That’s hard to fathom in 
two states that claim to be 
hotbeds of high school hoops, 
especially given the series 
history. 

In 1969, over 17,000 fans 
packed Louisville’s Freedom 
Hall to see George McGin¬ 
nis score 53 points. He would 
later go on to play at Indiana 
University and had a great 
pro career with the Indiana 
Pacers, Philadelphia 76ers 
and Denver Nuggets. 

Two years later, I watched 
the Kentucky stars, led by 


Anderson County’s Jimmy 
Dan Conner, put a hurtin’ on 
Indiana, 110-91. Freedom Hall 
was nearly packed again that 
night. 

Over the years, I attended 
several of the games on both 
sides of the Ohio River as a 
writer or fan. While atten¬ 
dance began to drop slightly, 
it was not alarming. 

Yet, when I covered 
Anderson County’s C.J. 

Penny in the 2009 classic, the 
decline was almost astound-

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Unexpected path gives Gillis joy 


Golf star learned from 
peaks, valleys of career

Bad ankles only 
meant a good path for 
Taylor Gillis. 

Now graduated 
from the University of 
the Cumberlands, the 
Anderson County native 
can honestly look back 
at her eight-year, and 
counting, career on the 
golf course and wonder 
“What if?” 

What if some ankle 
problems had not 
developed while Gillis 
was the first one off 
the bench for a power¬ 
ful basketball team at 
Anderson County Mid¬ 
dle School? 

What if a former star 
basketball player had 
not seen her at church 
one Sunday moring and 
invited her to golf try¬ 
outs? 

But unlike most 
“What ifs?” Taylor Gil¬ 
lis say the path she took 
has been filled with 
blessings. And along the 
way, she became one 


Kentucky’s best high 
school golfers, then took 
things even further as 
she developed into one 
the the nation’s best 
female small-college 
players. 

“My dad told me, 

‘Play another sport!”’ 
says Gillis, who gradu¬ 
ated from Cumberlands 
on May 10. 

And a basketball 
player who attended 
First Christian Church 
with Gillis helped her 
pick whch sport that 
would be. “I was at 
church one Sunday 
and (former Anderson 
Coutny all-stater and 
Georgetown College All- 
American) Will Carlton 
said to me, ‘We are hav¬ 
ing golf tryouts Monday.’ 
I went out for the team.” 

Carlton was the boys’ 
coach, but directed Gil¬ 
lis to Lynn Gritton, who 
was guiding the girls’ 
team. 

That first round - “I 
shot a million!” Gillis 
laughs - gave little indi¬ 
cation that Gillis would 
one day be ranked 
among the NAIA’s Top 
Ten, be named All- 
Mid-South Conference 
or that she would play 


on the first team from 
Cumberlands to make 
the national tourna¬ 
ment. 

Or that Taylor Gillis 
would want to coach the 
sport she has grown to 
love. While scholastic 
golf is over, Gillis hopes 
the sport offers still 
another path. 

“I feel like I was 
where I was supposed to 
be and I thank the Lord 
for it,” Gillis says. “It has 
had its highs and lows, 
but that is life.” 

The highs were easy. 
At Anderson County 
High School, Gillis 
qualified for the state 
tournament as a junior, 
only her third year of 
competitive golf. At 
Cumberlands, she had 
17 Top 10 finishes and 
played in two national 
tournaments. As a junior 
playing in the NAIA 
Tournament at Wilder¬ 
ness Ridge Golf Course 
in Lincoln, Nebraska, 
she finished 10 th . 

There were two 
individual tournament 
championships in the 
fall of her senior year. 

In the classroom, Gil¬ 
lis was named academic 
All-American twice and 


All-Mid-South Confer¬ 
ence three times. 

It had seemed like a 
charmed life. 

That is, charmed 
until what was to be 
Gillis’ final months at 
Cumberlands. 

Oh, there had been 
some downers along 
the way. Four years 
earlier, as a high school 
senior, Gillis overcame a 
nighmarish start at the 
regional tournament on 
her home course at Wild 
Turkey Trace. Somehow 
she rallied on the back 
nine to force extra holes 
to determine the final 
qualifier for the state 
tournament. 

Even though Gillis 
parred the hole, her 
good friend, Kelly Craw¬ 
ford of Lafayette, hit 
an incredible approach 
shot, then birdied. It 
prompted Gillis to say 
at the time, “No boy¬ 
friend will ever break 
my heart as much as the 
game of golf did.” 

Four years later, Gil¬ 
lis knows that one was 
nothing compared to 
her final season at Cum¬ 
berlands. 

After a successful

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fall, Gillis says, “I had an 
awful, awful spring .” 

First, as an elementary 
education major, Gillis knew 
there would be the pressures 
of student teaching. What 
she was not planning on was 
a brutal winter that forced 
public schools to close many 
times because of snow or ice. 
She first taught in Whitley 
County, where Cumber lands 
is located, then at home, in 
the Anderson County school 
system. 

Despite the weather play¬ 
ing havoc, she was able to 
meet state requirements 
before graduation. 

But even that inconve¬ 
nience, with all of its stress, 
was nothing compared to the 
life-shattering news Gillis got 
during what was supposed 
to be a joyous senior year of 
college. 

Her grandfather, Jim Link, 
to whom she was very close, 
was diagnosed with cancer. 

And when her final Mid- 
South Conference Tourna¬ 
ment teed off, it looked like 
Gillis might write her own 
storybook ending. After 
the first day at Bardstown’s 
Maywood course, Gillis was 
all alone in first place with a 
par-72. 

But her heart was at the 
University of Kentucky 


Medical Center, where, unbe¬ 
knownst to her, Jim Link had 
taken a turn for the worst. 

“I had talked to him on the 
Saturday before the tourna¬ 
ment,” Taylor says. “He said, 
‘You play hard this week.”’ 

Uncharacteristically, Gil¬ 
lis shot an 83 and a 92 in her 
final two rounds, dropping 
her all the way to 18 th place 
in the final standings and out 
of the top five scores used to 
compile the Cumberlands 
team total. 

The Patriots still won the 
tournament and those top 
five golfers moved on to the 
national tournament. 

Gillis, even after the high 
scoring rounds, received the 
conference Champions of 
Character Award during the 
tournament awards ceremo¬ 
ny. Gillis’ parents, Rick and 
Laura, had not told her just 
how sick her grandfather was. 
It was Wednesday, April 23. 

“We finished playing 
around 3 or 4 in the after¬ 
noon,” Gillis says. “Both of 
my parents were with me. 

I didn’t know how sick my 
grandfather was until after 
the awards ceremony.” 

Jim Link passed away later 
that night. Taylor and her 
parents were able to spend 
time with him before he died. 

“I never wanted (her 
grandfather’s illness) to be an 
excuse,” Gillis says. “But while 
I am a golfer, before that, 

I am a daughter, sister and 
granddaughter.” 

It is that kind of perspec¬

tive that Gillis wants to bring 
into the classroom and to the 
golf course. 

Gillis, who is currently 
working in junior golf camps 
and adult clinics at Man-O- 
War Golf in Lexington, knew 
early in life she wanted to 
teach. She wants to find a 
way to combine her love of 
the course with her love of 
the classroom. She is still 
waiting for that call to her 
first full-time teaching job. 


“I cannot be in a bad mood 
in the classroom,” she says 
with a huge smile. “There is 
just no way to explain it.” 

The end of her collegiate 
career did not go as planned, 
but Gillis believes it has 
taught her a lasting life les¬ 
son 

“It hurts to not go to the 
national tournament as a 
senior,” she says, “but in those 
moments, I know there is 
something bigger going on. 


Over the last four years, I 
have gained an appreciation 
for my church, my family, 
my town and my school sys¬ 
tem.” 

And there seems to be an 
understanding that a chosen 
path also includes some unex¬ 
pected turns. 

“It will all work out,” she 
smiles. “I love teaching and I 
love golf.”

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ing. About 6,000 turned 
out for the game in 
Indy, but on a Sunday 
afternoon at Louisville’s 
Bellarmine University, 
a sparse crowd turned 
out to see the Kentucky 
half of the game. 

Two years later, when 
Anderson’s Glen Drury 
coached the Kentucky 
All-Stars, Bellarmine’s 
Knights Hall was nearly 
packed, but there was a 
kicker that night. Indi¬ 
ana boasted three of 
the nation’s top recruits 

- Cody Zeller, Branden 
Dawson and Kentucky 
signee Marquis Teague 

- and what happened at 
the end of the game was 
very telling. 

An outmanned 
Kentucky team had 
scrapped its way to the 


brink of one of the big¬ 
gest upsets in the histo¬ 
ry of the series. But just 
as time ran out, Teague 
buried a 15-foot jumper 
to give Indiana a 105- 
103 win. The Kentucky 
players openly wept. 

At the same time, 
many in the crowd, 
sporting University 
of Kentucky blue fan 
gear, erupted in glee. 

It underscored that 
the high school all- 
star game circuit has 
evolved from one of 
state pride to showcas¬ 
ing college recruiting. 

It’s just how it is. 

While the Kentucky 
and Indiana teams prac¬ 
tice intensely for a game 
of real basketball - “We 
crammed a lot into a 
short time,” Anderson 
County’s Makenzie 
Cann said of the girls’ 
team preparation for 
the games - fans today 
seem to want the dunk 
and three-point contests 


prevalent in many other 
games. 

Consider that over 
5,500 turned out for this 
year’s Derby Classic at 
Freedom Hall, but only 
one in-state player, Bal¬ 
lard’s Quentin Snider, 
played. Three Louisville 
signees and some other 
big-name players were 
on the rosters of a game 
that is not even on the 
same level as some 
of the other national 
games. 

It makes you wonder 
if hoops fans in Ken¬ 
tucky, especially, and 
Indiana really under¬ 
stand what a gem they 
have in the summer. 

Some point to the 
summer format being 
difficult as high school 
seniors are often asked 
to move to their new 
college soon after 
graduation, but for the 
most part, that has not 
been a problem. Others 
point believe the games 


should be held in the 
spring, but that would 
put the game against 
the national all-star 
games and would not 
allow the teams to work 
together as the do now 
because of school calen¬ 
dars. 

Of course, there are 
other issues. Kentucky 
struggled to find a per¬ 
manent spot, going from 
Freedom Hall to Rupp 
back to Freedom Hall to 
Memorial Coliseum to 
the Frankfort Civic Cen¬ 
ter to the Owensboro 
Sports Center to Bowling 
Green’s Diddle Arena to 
Bellarmine University 
back to Freedom Hall 
and now to Transylva¬ 
nia University. 

Whew. 

In some ways, it is 
understandable since 
the Kentucky half of 
the series benefits a 
wonderful cause, the 
Lions Club Eye Founda¬ 
tion. Rent can be expen¬ 
sive and has to be a 
consideration. 

But after being to 
games on both sides of 
the river as both a writ¬ 
er and fan, I can’t help 
but think the Indiana 
people are light-years 
ahead of Kentucky in 
organizing the event. 

Friday, for example, 
the Kentucky teams 
showed up in white 
uniforms, which Indi¬ 
ana has worn in the 
series since about the 
same time Abe Lin¬ 
coln’s father relocated 
north of the river. 

It was called a mis- 
communication but it 
meant that Kentucky 
wore the junior team 
jerseys, meaning player 
numbers did not always

match those listed in the 
game program. 

It was probably an 
honest mistake, but still 
damaging to perception.
